On motion of brother John Lichty, 
Conference instructed Mission Board to 
employ an evangelist and fill calls as 
funds are available. 

The following resolution was submitted 
by Brother McFaden, and adopted by the 
Conference.

Whekeas, The National Mission Board 
is bending its efforts toward affecting an

Rfsolved, That this Conference recog- 
nize the work of the National Board, and 
bid them God speed in their work. 

An appeal for help from the Beatrice 
church was read by the secretary. 

On motion of Brother Ensloe, Confer- 
ence was instructed to appeal to the 
church for he!p through the Iïrethrkn 
Evangelist. 

Ashland University next received the 
attention of Conference. 

Brother McFatlen stated the amount 
àpportioned to the Kanemorado District, 
by National Conference to be seven hun- 
dred dollars. 

Rrsolved, That this District will pay its 
share when oíhers do likewise. 

Motion carricd that Moderator appoint 
three brethren to apportion the amount to 
be raised among the churches of the dis- 
trict.

Motion carried that Moderator and 
Secretary formulate and have printed a 
new forní of Ministerial Certificate.
